When a train for New York 


was made tip, the thieves were escorted 
aboard it and were watched' till it 
reached the city line. 


"A few years later a big gang of 


pickpockets went to another fight at 
Long Point, bnt in size and espertneas 
it did not approach tho gang that went 
to the Mace-Cobtirn fight. At the Han- 
lan-Cotirtney rowing match at Cban- 
tauqna lake was another big gathering 
of pickpockets. They bad things their 
own way and reaped a big harvest. For 
instance, n detective's pocket was pick- 
ed, but the thief who did the job was 
induced to return the property. 
Five 


uiintitea later tho detective's pochet was 
picked a eecond time, and he was so 
chagrined that he did not endeavor to 
recover the plunder. But, as I said, the 
greatest gathering -was at the Mace- 
Coburn fight. It was the last great rally 
of tho topnotch crooks, and if you ask 
any old time crook he will tell you how 
he longs for another such expedition. 
It will never be. There are too many 
detectives now. "—Chicago Inter Ocean.

CONFLAfiRATION. 


The Bender Dwelling 


Burned. 


MOST OF CONTENTS WERE SAVED 


Estimated Loss, $6,000; Insurance, $3,000 


—The Cause of the Fire is 


Unknown. 


The fire alarm was sounded at 4:20 


yesterday afternoon, when 
it was 


learned that 0. T. Bender's new doable 
dwelling house, on the corner of Fourth 
and Ralston streets, occupied by T. K 
Stewart and Dr. J. A. Lewis, was 
burning. 


With their usual promptitude the 


fire department appeared upon the 
scene, bat notwithstanding their de- 
termined efforts to check the fire fiend 
it gained steadily, and little bat 
shell was left of tbe residence when 
three hoars later they reeled ap the 
long lines of hose and drew the fires 
from under the engines. 


'Ihe fire originated in a woodshed 


and spread rap"lly to tbe rear of the 
house, which -vas 
burning fiercely 


when ths engiii-.-s arrived. Just how it 
originated is not known, but it ia 
thought to have been started by chil- 
dren playing in the woodshed. 


As soon as t!.o flames were discov- 


ered both the inmates and their neigh- 
bors began carrying out household 
effects and furniture; more peoole 
arrived and rendered assistance, until 
nearly everything 
was taken out. 


Carpets were ripped up, window shades, 
doora and even elsctrio light fixtures 
were saved. Nothing was lost except- 
ing Dr. Lewis' surgical instruments, 
books and the contents of ths kitchen, 
which could not be entered, as the 
flames had gained too much headway. 
The things saved were carried across 
tbe street and deposited near the Hig- 
gins residence, where they were taken 
care of, the more valuable articles 
being taken into the house. 


Luckily no one waa injured daring 


the fire. At one time the pipomen 
were standing in a room on the second 
loor, under which tbe flames were 
burning fiercely. They were warned 
of their dangerous position and in- 
structed to move before the floor fell 
in, which it did soon afterwards. Will 
Murray, who was in. an upstairs room 
getting out some articles which were 
overlooked, had a narrow escape from 
death. He bad just stepped out of » 
frout window on to a scaling ladder 
when the whole ceiling of the room 
fell in. Had he remained a minute 
longer he would have been buried un- 
der the flrey ruins. 


As the building was well covered by 


insurance, the loss of both the owner 
an! the occupants is comparatively 
small. Dr. Lewis suffered the great- 
est, many of his valuable instruments 
and books being burned.
